were there any indications of robbery. 


A pair of men's cults, one containing 


a fancy gold cull button, was found 
near the body. There were signs of 
a severe struggle. 
The body was 


dragged 
a distance of 
seventy-five 


feet and thrown over a stooe wall into 
a shallow gully on the 
golf 
clnl) 


grounds. 


Several large stones had. been placed 


on the body and clothing covered tlie 
1'ac^. 
The head nearly was severed 


frotn the trunk.. The face was slashed 
and crushed1 so fearfully that recogni- 
tion will be difficult. 


Description of Victim. 


The description of the victim as fur- 


nished by Medical Examiner William 
D. Swan, Cambridge, is as follows: 


"Age between 30 and 
40 years, 


height 5 feet 2 inches.' weight 380 
pounds, hair dark brown, and, eyes 
blue.

The Letter 


Ever since coming to Colon I have 


wanted to visit the.ruins of old Fort 
Lorenzo located seven miles west of 
Colon on the coast and 'at the mouth 
of the Chagres river. 'The fort was 
built by. the Spaniards in the ICth 


and, taking a launch there, to go down 
'the Chagres river to tho fort, travel- 
ing on "two sides ot ii triangle to 
reach it. 


Winding Course 


The river has a tortuous 
course, 


taking fifteen miles to cover seven in 
actual onward distance. 
The banks 


are low most of 
the distance 
and 


covered with 
luxuriant 
vegetation. 


At one point the rocks rise to a con- 


ou/s dungeons, some ot which were in 
total darkness. 
Nearly all 
of the 


ceilings were arched exhibiting some 
excellent masonr> work. In the court 
yard was a tank built of masonry, at 
a rough estimate, about fifteen feet 
long by ten in width and of unknown 
depth because it contained a quan- 
tity of water. 
This tank was built to 


hold the water supply in 
time of a 


siege. This court yard also contained 
numerous piles of cannon balls and 
bomb shells. 
Parts of cannon were 


lying on the ground near the walls 
overtaking-the" sea. The walls are 
remarkably well preserved and 
very 


picturesque in their covering of vines, 
moss and ferns. 


Built of Brick 


It was a surprise 
to find that the 


walls were built largely of brick and 
not over a foot and a half thick.

CHAINS OF BANKS. 


The supension of Charles.J. Devlin 


of Topeka has caused two or three 
of his chain of banks to close their 
doors. This presents a most striking 
object lesson of the clanger 
which Is 


ever present in this latest 
develop- 


ment of banking. It is an old axiom 
that no chain is stronger 
than 
its 


weakest link. 
This-hardly holds in 


the case of a' chain of banks. 
This 


is no stronger xhan the 
dominant 


member of the group. Let that get 
into trouble and the -whole combina- 
tion is liable to collapse like a house 
of cards. 


Many of these chains 
of banks 


have been created in recent years. A 
few of them are exceedingly powerful. 
They are a development of the con- 
centration which is the most notable 
banking tendency of the time. Branch 
banking being general/ prohibited in 
this country, the chain of banks has 
taken its place. 
The chain generally 


consists of one large bank or 
trust, 


company with a 
number 
of small 


banks or turst companies, or both, 
affiliated with it, or having a common 
ownership, and all depending upon it. 
Jf .the chain is very strong it stands 
to reason that the combination which 
is thus produced may perform a valu- 
able service to the community, and 
in time of trouble be a breakwater 
against the approach of disaster. Hut
